WGRA is now debt free, according to an- 
nouncement by President Alfred H. Campion 
following the initial post- Gonference 
meeting of the Association's Exeoutive 
Committee in February. Liquidation of 
the loan account resulted from action on 
a special report by MeI. Gershenson 
and Herbert Ae Olson who surveyed WGRA's 
financial record At President Campion's 
direction the $50 outstanding on the 
loan account was repaid to Samuel C. 

May who had advanced $100, interest free, 
to WGRA at its origin in 1936 to estab- 
lish a bank accomt.e In accepting re- 
payment and appreciation from WGRA of- 
ficers, Professor May eaid, "I know that 
I along with the other original fifty 
founders of WGRA take pride in the fact 
that WGRA evidences a financial stabil- 
ity that attests to the sound purposes 
of the Association as a clearing house--= 
founded on individual memberships and 
dedicated to interchange of ideas and 
information and professional development

Occupation and Amusement Fees and Taxes 
in breice tries was prepared by the Bu- 
reau 0 cipal Research and Service 

of the University of Oregon in coopera- 
tion with the League of Oregon Cities. 
Issued as Information Bulletin Noe 64 and 
dated October 1946, the study presents a 
concise three page analysis of the prob- 
lems involved, followed by a seotion 
showing the fees charged in each report- 
ing city by occupation ranging from 
"abstractor" to “wood yard". A final 
section treats amusement fees and taxes 

in a similar manner. "A business tax 
based on net incoméeeeas proposed by the 
Oregon Tax Study Commission--would un- 
doubtedly provide the most equitable type 
of business and ocoupational taxe Because 
this type of tax would be difficult to 
administer at the mumiocipal level, cities 
have instead adopted business taxes based 
on gross receipts but differentiating the 
rate schedules imposed on various types 

of businesses roughly according to the 
ratio of net income to gross receipts." 

A second study by the Oregon Bureau 
entitled Basic Factors Relat to the 
Financial Problems of the City of Forth Portland 
was prepared as an aid to the tax study 
committee and city officials in develop- 
ing a program of action for financing 
Portland's governmente Three types of 
information are presented in this study: 
first, the trend of expenditures, revenue, 
and debt of the city since 1915; second, 

a discussion of certain special problems 
of state-city fiscal relations; and third, 
general information necessary to interpret 
the financial data presented.

SAN JOSE SURVEY BREAKS NEW GROUND 


A concrete approach to the problems of 
intergovernmental relations is The Sur- 
vey of Public pu ais in San Jose by 

e San a County Cowmoil on Inter- 
governmental Relations presented to Santa 
Clara County and the City of San Jose on 
March 3, 1947- Clark W. Lawrence is Di- 
rector-Agent for the Council. 

The report and the recommendations it 
contains appear bold, far-reaching and 
practical. Recognizing that relief for 
the problem of shortage of governmental 
(local-state-federal) office space re- 
quires immediate planned action, the 
Council finds that present space is 
300,000 square feet, current needs require 
400,000 square feet, and in thirty years 
600,000 will be required. Present park- 
ing area of less than one acre should be 
expanded to approximately 28 acres ,accord~ 
ing to the reporte Estimates are given 
for city, county, state, and federal 
needs but the approach is an overall one 
bringing together all levels of govern- 
ment in a fumctional “government center." 
“Government offices which render similar 
services and are frequently required to 
deal with each other in the course of 
their business can save operating costs 
and improve the quality of their services 
by being located in the same vicinity, 
preferably in the same buildings” An 
immediate program and long range plans 
are presented in a report that approaches 
the problem from the standpoint of inter- 
est and convenience of the individual 
citizen.

The papers, while they do not consti- 
tusea a comprehensive survey of California's 
future, touch on some of the most pressing 
problems of the state, treating the social, 
political and economic prospects. : 

Carey MoWilliams, attorney and race-re- 
lations writer, discusses the migration 
problem, . past, present and future, in his 
article, “Culture and Society in Southern 
Californiae” He predicts an even greater 
future influx of wskilled workers which 
will extend the lack of stability and in- 
tegration in southern California culture 
and society. 

"Southern California must face the 
fact that conservative opinion predomin- 
ating in the Central Valley now stands 
in its way, as a bar to progressive at- 
tack on some important social questions," 
states Paul Se Taylor, economics profes 
sor on the Berkeley campus, in disocusse- 
ing the "Place of Central Valley in the 
Social Prospect of Southern California” 

In “Housing Problems of Minority 
Groups in Los Angeles County," Charles Be 
Spaulding, sociology professor at 
Whittier College, describes his topio as:

NEW CHARTERS PUBLISHED 


One of the major postwar trends in 
governmental development in the West 
has been the inoreasing attention being 
given to improvement end modernization of 
city governmentse Published editions of 
three of the new oharters have come off 
the press--and all provide for the 
The new charter of 
Astoria, Oregon passed on November 5, 
1946 and effective December 31, 1946 is 
a short mimeographed document of 11 
pages with a 7 page indexe The grant of 
authority to the manager appears adequate 
but coumcilmen are elected by wards with 
the mayor being elected at large. 

The charter of the City of Vallejo is 
a 59 page printed edition with a 10 page 
indexe Approved by the California State 
Legislature the charter became effeotive 
in 1947, Eleoted at large are the mayor, 
seven councilmen and a oity auditor.

provides for a seven-membered cowmoil 
elected at large which appoints the City 
Manager and may remove him by motion of 
the comoil adopted by at least five af- 
firmative votes.

LEGISLATIVE PROBLEMS STUDIED 


Veterans’ Benefits, State Income from 


Horse Reoing, and the Role of the States 
n Recreation are among recent reports 


prepared by the Bureau of Public Admin- 
istration, University of California at 
Berkeley, at the request of the members 
of the 1947 State Legislature, accord- 
ing to announcement by Samuel C. May, 
Director of the Bureaue Copies of the 
reports have been distributed to all 
members of the Legislature, as part of 
the University's Legislative Information 
Service. Five other reports in the 
series are either in press or in process 
of preparation. 

The report on Veterans' Benefits, pre- 
pared by Dorothy C. Tompkins, points out 
that in addition to the federal program 
for World War II veterans many state 
governments have supplemented this pro- 
gram, resulting in comprehensive proteo- 
tion for veterans in some states includ- 
ing California and an almost complete 
lack of veterans' legislation in others, 
The report indioates that California is 
a leader among the states with respeot - 
to extending financial aid to veterans 
of World War II, and California has been 
judged to be the number one state in its 
treatment of veterans, according to a 
survey by an Assembly interim committee. 

Among the major horse racing states 
in America, California now ranks second 
only to New York, according to the report, 
State Income from Horse Racing, by 
Isaiah Js Shaine California's state in- 
come from horse racing taxes for the lest 
fiscal year amowuted to twenty-two million 
dollars, a gain of fourteen and one-half 
millions over the receipts for 1944-45 
when racing was limited because of the — 
ware This report summarizes existing 
state laws on horse racing taxes, brenak- 
age policies, allocationof funds, and 
state income in the 25 states where bet- 
ting is legalized. It also indicates 
that California is one of the few major 
racing states in which breakage is re- 
tained by the licensees. Although a 
minor source of revenue in California, 
the proceeds of unclaimed winning tickets 
yielded one hundred twenty thousand 
dollarse 
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In the same year, New York received two- 
hundred thirteen thousand dollars from 


this source alonee It is estimated that 
during 1945 eighteen million people pleced 
bets totaling approximately one and one~ 
half billion dollars at the nation's race 
tracks » 

The Role of the States in Recreation by 
Louise A. Fietz surveys existing state 
recreation activities in California and 
19 other states. California does not 
have a separate state recreation agency, 
but the report analyzes proposals to 
create such an agency, inoluding those 
placed before the Legislature by the Gov- 
ernor and the proposal of the Committee 
for the Study of Reoreation in California. 
States having recreation agencies include 
Florida, Kentucky, New York, North Caro- 
lina, Vermont and Washington.
